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European Aeronautical Notes 


> 
LONDON--The question of the second 


$50,000 prize offered by the Daily Mail 
has met with general approval, and the 
opinign expressed on all sides is that 
the offering of this prize will do much 
to encourage the development of the 
manufacture of suitable engines for use 
in aeroplanes. Although the conditions 
with which the competitors will be 
bound to comply have not yet been made 
public, it may be taken for granted 
that only one aeroplane and therefore 
one motor may be used during the 
flight. There is already more than one 
aero motor on the market that is capa- 
ble of drwing an aeroplane a consider- 
able ‘distance without the probability 
of its stopping at an unexpected or un- 
desirable moment, but the design of 
even the best motor known today will 
probably require considerable modifica- 
tion in order to enable it to fly 1000 
miles without stopping, but for an en- 
gine to be considered really reliable it 
should be so designed as for it to be pos. 
sible to continue running that distance, 
provided it were possible to carry a 
“sufficient supply of petrol for the pur- 
pose. 

BETHENY—The great Rheima avia- 
tion meeting is in progress, but owing to 
the unsatisfactory atmospheric condi- 
tions, the firat flights made were mostly 
of no great length. Olieslagera made o 
flight of 20 kilometers, going four times 
round the course, which is five kilome-

ATHENS—Reports which are to hand 
from Crete reveal anything but a satis- 
factory condition of affairs, It is stated 
that the Opposition are unable to do 
anything but submit to the will of the 
public. That is tantamount to saying 
that they will object to the admission of 
the Moslem deputies to the Chamber, in 
spite of the announcement from the pro- 
tecting powers that these deputies are 
to be admitted to the Chamber without 
being obliged to take the oath of allegi- 
ance to the King of the Hellenes. Ac- 
cording to the leaders of the Opposition, 
there is, on the one hand, the strong 
Yeeling of the public, together with the 
probability of disturbances on the part 
of the Chrstian population, if the pro- 
posal made by M. Venezelos to form 
coalition ministry is carried into effect, 


while, on the other hand, the question of 
reoccupation of the island will have to 
be faced in the event of the instructions 
received from the protecting powers be- 
ing disobeyed.

been arrived at. According to the leader 
of the opposition, the most satisfactory 
course would be for the protecting powers 
to insist on their instructions being car- 
ried out, if necessary, by the landing of 
troops. Should the powers not decide to 
immediately insist on the carrying out 
of their instructions, it is probable that 
disorders will ensue in the Island, and 
it is considered that the prevention of 
any disorders by the intervention of the 
powers would be a far simpler matter 
than the quelling of disturbances after 
they had once broken out.

The 
scheme provides for the enterprise to be 
run like any ordinary business, publish- 
ing an annual report of its accounts and 
conducted quite independently of state 
interference.

old records broken and of new ones 
established. Take, first of all, the impor- 
tant consideration of the weather. In 
many previous championships the weath- 
er has either been wholly bad or broken, 
but never before in the half century of 
the tournament has it been necessary on 
the first day of the competition to annul 
so many brilliant scores owing to the 
heavy rainfall having made the course 
completely unplayable. It was not a 
case of the ordinary bad and broken 
weather with which golfers are familiar 
spoiling the chances of sending in a good 
score as between the players who start- 
ed early and those who started late amid 
the violence of the storm. But the rain 
came down early in the afternoon “like 
a sheeted flood,” and practically made 
the holes on the putting greens non- 
existent. Players resorted to the expedi- 
ent of pitching their ball towards the 
hole in the hope that it would fall ‘n, 
and Braid himself, caught in the thick 
of the storm, tried his best along with 
the others to hole out. But the new balls 
float even more readily than the old 
gutta, and thus though a ball was 
pitched on to the hole, it did not sink; 
and the put therefore could not be said 
to have been holed out. With flooded 
putting greens and the holes obliterated, 
there can be no doubt that the commit: 
tee came to a wine decision in canceling 
the scores and in declaring the first day's 
play void, even though the fine scores of 
76 by Massy, Fernie and Braid had to be 
sacrificed, 

Then there is the question of scores. 
Those who knew best the condition of 
St. Andrews links just before the cham- 
plonship was due to be played did not 
imagine that Taylor's record of 75 ould 
be lowered, though a few observers did 
venture the opinion that the general 
atate of the course, with a continuance 
of fair weather, waa good enough to 
admit of his score being lowered by at 
least a couple of strokes.. Duncan, in- 
deed, lowered the record with a 73, and 
Watt and Thomson, both from East 
Lothian, returned 74 each, while Rise- 
borough and Robson equaled the old 
record of 75. But this brilliant scoring 
was eclipsed the following day, when 
the weather was nearly perfect for play- 
ing the game. Braid had a 73, then there 
was a good string of 74s, to be followed 
later, to the general astonishment, by W. 
Smith's 71. In the course of one short 
day, therefore, Taylor's old record of 75 
for -the championship course was broken 
by one stroke six times, by two strokes 
twice, and by four strokes once. Next 
morning the new record score of 71 was 
equaled by Duncan, who played a bril- 
liant game al! through that round and 
putted invariably with extreme confi- 
dence. Such a uniform level of brilliant 
scoring on the penultimate day of the 
‘championship has not been seen before, 
and it marks this year’s gathering at St. 
Andrews, the jubilee of the competition, 
as really the best struggle that has oc- 
curred in the history of professional play.

Philadelphia’s showing against the 
western clubs has been remarkably 
strong and stamps that club as a decided 
favorite for the world’s series of 1940, 
Eight games have been played, four 
each with Detroit and St. Louis, and 
seven of them have been victories, the 
one defeat being to St. Louis. 

Boston’s showing a8 also been very 
strong and a close second to Philadelphia. 
The team has played 11 games, winning 
nine of them and losing two to Cleveland. 
Should the team be able tu make as 
good a showing against Detroit and St.

PHILADELPHIA — Charles Durbrow, 
the young expert of the Philadelphia 
Swimming Club, who recently swam 
nearly 33 miles without touching sup- 
port, has announced his intention of try- 
ing next year to cross the English chan- 
nel, the ambition of every great long- 
distance swimmer since Captain Webb ac- 


complished the great feat. Durbrow has 
worked hard and assiduously at the sport 
he chose for his own several years ago, 
and if his fame has not extended be- 
yond his little center of friends it must 
be attributed to unusual modesty. His is 
one of the best examples of “sport for 
sport's sake.” 

It was a matter of general regret that 
in bettering George Kistler's swim of 32 
miles, made in 1901, Durbrow did not 
also improve on the latter’s time of 11h. 
im, but conditions were against it. 
Both Kistler’s and his records were made 
in the Delaware river, from Philadelphia 
to Chester and back, and in each case 
favorable tides had to be taken advan- 
tage of either way. Durbrow had ar- 
ranged to beat his predecessor in dis- 
tance by slightly lengthening the course, 
and succeeded, but he swam the first 
part of the journey so fast that when 
he reached the turning point he had to 
wait 53 minutes treading water, for the 
tide to change. Taking into consideration 
this idle time and the further distance 
he went, the figures he established, 12h. 
44m., do not compare unfavorably with 
those of Kistler. And his title is the 
more clear, for he never touched sup- 
port from start to finish, while Kistler 
hung on to a rowboat for about 10 min- 
utes. 

Durbrow’s chances of success in under- 
taking to swim the channel! are excel- 
lent. In past attempts at channel cross- 
ing the swimmer has often been defeated 
by lack of speed. It is necessary to 
catch the first of the tide to succeed, 
then to meet the turning ebb midchan- 
nel and finish upon it. Several times 
men have reached within a mile or two 
of shore and had plenty of reserve force 
to finish under favorable conditions, but 
the tide turned against them and they 
could not possibly stem it, 
all chance of completing the crossing. 


Durbrow swam only the breast stroke 
until a year ago, and did well with it, 
but last fall he attacked the trudgeon, 


and although having mastered it but im- 


perfectly his speed has nearly doubled. 


With another winter of study and prac- 
tise he should improve still further, but 
even at the rate he went in his last per- 
formance he could more than accomplish 
the great test. He is 28 years old, stands 
6 feet in stockings, weighs 190 pounds 
and is of magnificent physique. [is long

Regatta Committee Decides 
Rules for Selection of the 
Defending Motor Boats on 
August 15, 16 and 17. 


NEW YORK-~-The regatta committee 
of the Motor Boat Club of America, in 
charge of the coming elimination races 
for the Harmsworth eup defenders, has 
agreed upon certain rules governing the 


selection of the three defending Americaa 
motor boats on Aug. 15, 16 and 17. 

The first important condition is that 
all helmsmen and owners of boats chosen 
as defenders must at the time of the 
international race for the trophy cup be 
members of the Motor Boat Club of 
America, To those who are not already 
members at the time of the trial races 
facilities for prompt admission will be 
extended. Each boat must be steered 
by a member of a recognized boat club. 

In so far as right of way and ordinary 
racing usages are concerned, 
will be governed by the rules of the 
Motor Boat Club of America, which are 
uniform with those of the Americas 
Power Boat Association. 

There will be two other interesting 
events each day during the elimination 
races. ‘These will be trial races for speed 
boats, over all length from 25 to 35 feet, 
and for motor tgnders carried on the 
davits of motor, steam and large sailing 
yachts, such tenders to be not over 25 
feet, with a speed of at least 20 miles.

These two recipes require no eggs and 
no cooking. If it is frozen smoothly, it 
is perfect, However, if cream ia not 
available, then use eggs tO one quart of 
milk, This requires cooking like an or- 
dinary custard, Sugar to taste, but omit 
any flour or cornstarch, This is not 
necessary. 

When the fresh fruits like straw- 
berries, peaches, and pineapples are to 
be used -for flavoring, they shouid not ve 
cooked, but be added to the cream after 


it is frozen and just before it Is 
packed. 

Musk melon ice cream is rather new, 
a delicacy, and consequently expensive 
if you order it. But make it just like 
any other cream, and it takes but a 
small quantity of the fruit. 

Sherbets are light and tempting ices 
that many people favor more, They are 
more fussy to make, but not nearly so 
rich, and just right for summer weather. 
A milk sherbet that is nearly perfect 
as sherbets go is made like this: Two 
quarts of milk, four cups of sugar, and 
the juice of six lemons, Alao the whites 
whipped well of two or more oggs, a8 you 
feel inciined to use them. 

For a strawberry sherbet, sprinkle 
over one quart of strawberries half a 
pound of sugar; let it stand three hours, 
then strain through a cloth, squeezing 
hard, To this juice add three pints of 
water, as much sugar as it seems to you 
to need, the juice of a lemon, and freeze. 

A pineapple and peach sherbet are 
made in the same way, though not as 
much sugar wil] be required for the 
pineapple. 


Making Housework Less in Summer

HERE are many differsnt ways that 
housework can be made less irksome 
in summer. 

The summer home mby be lighted with 
lamps,and then the wise woman makes 
it a rule to take care of them herself, 
save when new wicks must be put in. 
It is not difficult work to fill and keep 
them in order, for a lamp that is once 
clean may be kept so with little care. 

“For example,” she says, “on each. 
floor, in a closet, is kept a gallon can of 
kerosene, and this I take to the various 
lamps and fill them where they stand.

“In this way I am certain all lights 
are ready for use, and none ever gives out 
at an inconvenient time. When the cans 
are empty I leave them out, 
maid fills them from the big tank in 
the cellar.”

——} | TRY TO AVOID 
TIGHT MONEY 


Western Rates Are Firm and 
Banks Are Preparing to 
Prevent Stringency During 
the Crop-Moving Period. 


CHICAGO—The demand for commer- 
clal loans locally is not pressing. There 
is some apprehension concerning the 
situation in the Northwest, 

There are men here whose opinions are 
regarded as conservative and who say 
that considerable money is now due in 
various sections of the three spring 
wheat states, and that the crops were 
depended upon to help in the liquidation 
of these outstanding obligations. North 
Dakota will receive the most severe 
blow, followed by South Dakota and 
Minnesota in the order named. 

The western money market is de- 
cidedly firm, with rates maintained at 


comparatively high levelaa The demand | | 


for commercial and industrial loans is) 
not pressing. Ban..« continue to guard | 
their funds with great care and are not 
seeking new .loans even at the higher 
quotation of rates. | 

It may be stated as a general charac 
teristic of the attitude of the greater na 
tional institutions that 80 per cent ot 
loans are made at a 5% per cent rate, 
with 10 per cent at a 4 and 10 per cent | 
at a 6 per cent rate. This general con- 
dition of rates is probably representative 
of the western institutions at large. 
Every effort is being made by our large: 
institution to be in such a position in thie 
coming fall that no unusual tightness | 
of money will occur. 

A strict observance of conservatism is 
general in western banking centers an’! 
therein lies the probability that no strin. 
gency of money will be seen in the 
months of the crop-moving period when | 
the strain becomes so heavy upon our | 
financial institutions, 

The city banks are buying very little 
commercial paper, while note brokers re- 
port country banks are taking a great 

' of paper maturing at near-by dates. 
With the trust companies the situation is 
said to be easier. They have more 
money to lend, but there is not a strong 
demand for loans on collaterals at this 
time. 


DROP IN STOCK 


EXCHANGE SEATS 


The transfer of the Boston stock ex- 
change seat of Charles Head to Henry | 
H. Wehrhane of Haligarten & Co., New 
York, was made at a price of $27,000, a 
decline of 10,000 from the last sale. 
The present price is close to the Jow 
level at which Boston stock exchange 
seats sold in the 1907 panic, which was 
825,000, The highest’ price at which 
seats on the local exchange have ever 
sold was BAS 400, 

The aggregate value of all the seats 
on the Boston stock exchange measured 
by this 827,000 test at the present time | 
in 84,050,000, which compares with the 
record figure of ®5,775,000 established in 
the early part of 1907,

WASHINGTON — Fruits and nute 
valued at $468,000,000 have «+ passed 
through porte of the United States dur- 
ing the last 10 years. Of this amount 
#285,000,000 represents the value of im- 
ports from foreign countries, $156,000,000 
exports to foreign countries, $12,000,000 
receipts’ from non-contiguous territories 
of the United States, and 85,000,000 ship- 
ments to those territories, 

The value of fruits and nuts imported 
into and exported from the country in 
the fiscal year which. ended June 30, 1010. 
was in round terms 855,000,000, of 
which about one third represented ex. 
ports, A compilation made by the bureau 
of statistics of the department of com- 
merce and labor states the year’s importa 
of fruits and nuts at 836000,000 and 
exports at $19,000,000, 

A study of the commercial movements 
during the last decade of two develops 
the fact that domestic production is rap- 
ifiy supplanting certain classes of fruits 
formerly imported in large quantities, 
This applies especially to raisins, prunes 
and oranges.

Is Attracting the Attention of Social Students 


WORCESTER, Mass.—A unique and 
very successful social experiment, star- 
ted and worked out in Worcester, is at- 
tracting the attention of social stu- 
dents far and near. It is doubtful if any. 
experiment in recent times has touched | 
so many sides of man’s nature in a) 
helpful way and solved to many prob-| 
lems as that of the so-called “Garden 
City” plan of Worcester. Through this 
method, taking the soil as a basis, a| 
whole district has been transformed, san- 
itary conditions improved, value of land 
greatly enhanced, and juvenile crime re- 
duced in a remarkable degree.’ 

‘The work was started nearly four 
years ago, under the form of a Social 
Settlement, by the Rev. R. J. Floody, 
in what is known as the “Island district.” 

A portion of a five-acre dump was | 
secured, and all classes were invited to} 
participate in the work. The children} 
entered into it enthusiastically, and tin 
cans, glassware, burdock, old matresses, | 
ete., were quickly disposed of. The hol- | 
lows were filled up with street sweepings 
and also material from newly dug cel- 
lars in the vicinity. After the leveling. 
plowing and harrowing, the land was 
staked off into gardens 10 by 20 feet, 
with a strect on two sides of each gar- 
den. This made easy approach for the 
work of digging, planting, hoeing and 
watering. Most of the streets were 4 feet | 
wide, but the main streets on which | 
were much traffic were 6 feet wide. The 
boulevard was 6 feet at one end and 27 
feet at the other end, running about! 
400 feet and filled with flowers, There 
are about 2% miles of streets in 
the little city. Two large squares 
filled with flowers added to the attrac- 
tiveness of the place. In the center of 
one square is a flagstaff on which floats 
“Old Glory,” reminding the boys and 
girls of so many nationalities their duty 
to the country.

bard work, that gives responsibility, little glory and less pay. In 
view of this disposition to shirk their political duty on the part 
of men that are in every way fitted to perform it, their places are 
taken by men that, in many cases, unite with the ignorant and

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social resentinent of the old world the corruptness and inefficiency 


of the new, There are two reasons for this: in the first place, in 
the present iipertect uiiderstanding of popular governinent arc 
the itelligent use of the theory of InaAjorities, there is a great 
jealousy of men that excel their fellows, The people have been 
given a constitutional idea of equality that they have only a little 
digested, and constantly misapply to their own detriment and that 
of the state. There are no constitutional rights pf achievement; 
they must prove themselves, yet many think achievement and 
enisterice the same. The second reason is, that the men who really 
ought to seek the suffrages of their fellow citizens have, in many 
instances, allowed themselves to be daunted I) the foul personalities 
exchanged in our political campaigns and refuse to expose themselves 
and their families to such things; others, who are not daunted in 
this way, refrain from all participation in public affairs out of 
what is no more than selfish determination to consult their own 
comfort and to make money, So marked ts this in the United 
States, that it might be supposed that it had been left for a republic 
ainong all the nations of the world to furnish a race without ideals, 
Therefore it is that we commend Mr. Wilson and others of 
that litthe band who would make the state cleaner and better: who 
would rescue the people's rights trom the hands that crush them; 
who would, in a word, have the self-denying courage to teach the 
people, not by pedagogic word or vain assumption, but by example 
and endurance, that honesty and excellence must be popular for
